a. m. St. Louis time), 13 hours aft- 
er the take-off. 

It was thought the orange-col- 
ored plane was flying direct to Attu 
Island, westernmost of the Aleu-'| 
tian group. Attu is about 1600) 
miles from Samushiro, the point 
of take-off, and about 500 miles off 
the Kamchatka coast. 

Moyle and Allen apparently. fol- 
lowed a course far off the Jap- 
anese mainland and well to sea- 
ward of the Kurile Islands. 
they kept close to land they might 
have been sighted by numerous 
fishing and whaling craft. 

No Word by Wireless. 

Ochiishi wireless station here 
made almost continuous efforts to 
get some report of their progress, 
but was unsuccessful. 

Observers here calculated that by 
daylight, 24 hours after their take- 
off, Moyle and Allen would be con- 
siderably north of Attu and about 
half way between there and Dutch 
Harbor, Alaska, where favorable 
flying weather was reported. This 
would make them nearly half way 
across. 

Providing all goes well, they 
should be 200 to 300 miles south 
of Kodiak, Alaska, at noon tomor- 
row (9 o'clock tonight, St. Louis 
time). 

The aviators had hoped to start 
during the last full moon, but de- 
lays prevented. When that lunar 
phase had passed, they decided to 
hop immediately on completion of 
arrangements. 


“We would much prefer moon- 
light nights,’’ Allen told friends be- 
fore taking off, “but regardless of 
that, we are going at the earliest 
possible moment. We both have 
strong, keen eyes and two black 
nights at sea will not hurt us a 
bit.”’ 

The aviators are trying to fly 
non-stop 4465 miles across the Pa- 
cific to Seattle in a plane which 
had failed other aviators twice in 
similar attempts. Moyle is a motor 
cycle salesman, and Allen formerly 
a purveyor of washing; machines. 

They took off from Samushiro 
Beach, 375 miles north of Tokio, at 
5:30 a. m. today (2:30 p. m., St. 
Louis time, Monday), with 1020 
gallons of gasoline, one of the 
heaviest fuel loads ever lifted by a 
single-motored plane, and began 
what is considered perhaps” the 
most hazardous of all ocean flight 
undertakings. 

An hour and 10 minutes after 
the takeoff they were sighted off 
Point Erimo, Hokkaido Island, 110 
miles from Samushiro Beach, hav- 
ing set a 100-1mile an hour pace for 
the first stages of their trip. Their 
route as mapped followed close to 
the Kurile Island chain, that foggy 
stretch which gave so much trouble 
recently to Col. and Mrs. Charles A. 
Lindbergh on their flight to Japan. 


Reports on Progress Unilkely.

Markham, 22 years old, of Granite 
City, lll, who escaped from St. 
Mary’s Hospital in East St. Louis 
on May 26, after having been 
wounded while attempting to rob 
an East St. Louis filling station, is 
in jail here today and has con- 
fessed participation in the killing 
of two men, one in Kansas City, 
Kan., on Sunday, the other on a 
road near Holyoke, Colo., yesterday. 


Tells of Two Killings. 
The slain men were Cecil Pruitt, 
whom officers identified as a for- 
mer prisoner from the Kansas

State Penitentiary, and Stanley M. 
| Moore, 21 years old, Chicago and 
| Charlevoix, Mich., a hitch-hiker. 

Markham said in a statement to 
police he picked up Moore and 
an unnamed companion at Lincoln, 
Neb., and killed Moore ‘“‘because he 
had found out too much.” 

Officers said a pocketbook, ap- 
parently the property of Moore, and 
a student directory listing Moore 
as having attended Michigan Col- 
lege of Mining and Technology, 
were found in Markham’s room, A 
letter indicated Moore’s parents re- 
side at Lowell, Mich. 

Markham related, according to 
police, that he and a companion 
shot Pruitt “for a very good rea- 
son,’ but only smiled when asked 
to elaborate. 

A blood-stained automobile with 
a bullet hole in the windshield 
found yesterday in Denver was 
used by the murderers, police be- 
lieve. It was stolen early Sunday 
from a Kansas City garage. 

One Victim Ex-Convict. 

Pruitt’s body was identified at 
Kansas City, Kan., as that of a 
mun who served a term at the Kan.- 
sas State penitentiary under the 
name of Lyle Barry, and was re- 
cently released. 


Identification was made by Wil- 
liam La Trasse, proprietor of a 
shoe store at Kansas City, Karl. 
Pruitt’s body was found behini a 
Kansas City, Kan., pool hall Sun- 
day. 

La Trasse said Pruitt visited his 
home last Tuesday, going to St. 
Joseph Thursday to have some den- 
tal work done. Police said Pruitt 
evidently had been slain elsewhere 
and thrown from an auto into the 
alley behind the pool hall. 

La Trasse said Pruitt’s wife lived 
in Denver and his mother and sister 
in St. Louis. 

Police are searching for Mark- 
ham’s confederate. 


Killed for Knowing Too Much, 

W. J. Armstrong, acting Detec- 
tive-Captain, said Markham stated 
he had driven cars for Chicago 
gangsters and had seen numerous 
gang killings there. | 

The prisoner was quoted as say- 
ing that Moore found pistols in the 
automobile after leaving Lincoln, 
Neb., and learned too much about 
the flight from Kansas City after 
the Pruitt murder. It ‘was then 
that Markham and his unnamed 
companion took the hitch hiker to 
a side road near Holyoke and killed 
him. 

Police said Markham admitted 
he intended using Moore’s brief 
case, student directory and other 
effects to enable him to assume 
Moore’s identity. 

Markham also confessed an /at- 
tempted holdup of a gasoline fill- 
ing station in East St. Louis last 
April 1. He said he thought only 
one man was in the station, but a 
second man jumped up and shot 
him in the stomach. He spent 
some time in a hospital, he said. 


Wounded in East Side Holdup, Es- 
caped From Hospital. 

Markham was shot in the left 
leg and abdomen on April 1, when 
he attempted to rob a filling sta- 
tion at 116 St.°Clair avenue, East 
St. Louis, and engaged in a revolver 
fight with the two attendants, Dan- 
lel Hassard, who was also wounded, 
and Osborne Harper. 

He was captured and escaped on 
May 26 from St. Mary’s Hospital 
in East St. Louis, where he was a 
police prisoner. Police learned 
someone had brought him cléthing 
and that he had dressed and 
walked out while the attendants 
were absent. In his bed in the 
hospital 14 revolver cartridges 
were found.

NEW YORK, Sept. 8&.—Stock- 


holders of the Bank of United 
States, now in process of liquida- 
tion, today were called upon by 
Joseph A. Broderick, State Super- 
tendent of Banks, to contribute 
$25,250,000 for the benefit of de- 
positors. 

The sum represents a 100 per 
cent assessment on the 1,010,000 
shares of $25 par value stock held 
by 22,800 stockholders. 

There is little likelihood of col- 
lecting the entire amount, as many 
of the stockholders are depositors 
whose funds were tied up in the 
closing of the bank a year ago. 


Banking department officials esti- 
mated less than half the full assess- 
ment would be paid. 

Part of the assessment will be 
obtained by withholding from 
stockholders who were depositors 
the amount of the assessment out 
of the 30 per cent dividend to be 
paid to the 400,000 depositors with- 
in the next few days. In one stock 
selling campaign in July, 1929, 
more than 30,000 shares were sold 
to about 2000 depositors. 

The total amount to be distribut- 
ed to depositors in the 30 per cent 
dividend is $41,139,883. 

Broderick also is seeking addi- 
tional funds for depositors through 
a $60,000,000 suit against the di- 
rectors of the bank whom he 
charges with responsibility for it.

WILKINS SUBMARINE 
BAGK AT SPITZBERGEN 


Explorer Heeds Advice and 
Abandons Work in Arctic 
Till Next Year.

OSLO, Norway, Sept. 8.—Sir Hu- 
bert Wilkins brought his Polar 
submarine Nautilus back to Long- 
year City, Spitzbergen, shortly aft- 


er noon today from a voyage in the 
Polar ice. 

The craft appeared to have been 
damaged to some extent. 


The Nautilus started its cruise 
toward the North Pole on Aug. 138, 
when it left Longyear City. Three 
days later it radioed it had entered 
the zone of the ice pack and would 
press on, despite a minor mechan- 
ical defect. 

There followed six days of si- 
lence during which men who knew 
the north felt grave concern for 
the safety of the expedition. Res- 
cue vessels were equipped and 
made ready for a search, but be- 
fore they got under way Sir Hu- 
bert’s radio was heard again. 

The ship was safe, he said. It 
had made several dives under the 
ice and everybody aboard was as 
well as could reasonably be expect- 
ed. 

Wilkins’ return at this time fol- 
lows the advice of many friends 
who warned against proceeding far- 
ther toward the pole at this time 
of year. The Nautilus got within 
450 miles of the pole.

LONDON, Sept. 8.—The special 
session of Parliament undcr the 
leadership of Premier Ramsay 
MacDonald as head of the com- 
bined. Liberal and Conservative 
|Government, was opened today to 
enact into law a new economy pro- 
gram to meet the national crisis. 

The Government sponsored a mo- 
tion to establish a committee of 
ways and means to consider 
changes in taxation. This is mada 
a question of confidence, and on di- 
vision late tonight the new Govern- 
ment won the test by a majority of 
59 votes. 

MacDonald's first move prepara- 
tory to setting up a ways and 
means committee precipitated noisy 
protest from the back bench La- 
borites. Standing at the bar of 
the House, the Prime Minister read 


a message from King George 
claring in the opinion of “His 
Majesty’s advisers,”’ the position of 
the national finances called for im- 
position of additional taxation and 
for effective economies in the pub- 
lic expenditure. Such a message 
is a necessary formality under the 
constitutional theory that all taxes 
are levied at the King’s command, 

MacDonald's Statement. 
The Labor members burst into 
applause as Arthur Henderson, who 
has replaced MacDonald as the 
Labor leader, arose and asked the 
Prime Minister for a statement of 
the business before the House. 
MacDonald answered that tonight 
a vote of confidence would be 
asked for, and tomorrow a reso- 
lution would be proposed control- 
ling the length of debate. On 
Thursday, he said, Snowden would 
propose his supplementary budget, 
and Friday would be devoted to a 
second reading of the economies 
bill. 
Henderson protested that such a 
rush at a time of crisis was a “very 
bad beginning.” There were loud 
cheers from both sides at this first 
clash between Henderson and his 
old Labor chief. 
MacDonald retorted: “I am glad 
the gentleman admits that there is 
a crisis.” 
The Laborites suffered a reverse 
in trying to block the Government's 
program, for the speaker ruled 
that the House was gathered in 
exceptional circumstances and 
could not act according to prece- 
dent. 
“Why, why?” the Laborites de- 
manded. “Because there are no 
precedents,”’ the speaker replied. 
Then MacDonald launched his 
formal declaration for the Govern- 
ment and a statement of the na- 
tional situation. 

Cause of Present Crisis. 
“On Aug. 8 a statement reached 
me that the Bank of England, be- 
cause of an outflow of deposits and 
danger to the gold reserve, was 
considering the possibility of a se- 
rious situation having to be met,” 
MacDonald said. 
“By the third week of August, 
fresh credits that had been obtain- 
ed were practically exhausted and 
the bank was down again on gold. 
“The responsibility we had to 
face was like a typhoon approach® 
ing and unless we could avert it, 
it would pass over, leaving widely 
strewn wreckage behind.

Royal Family Dips Into Its Income 

to Help Out. 

King George's offer to dip into 
his income for a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars to -help John full 
over his financial embarrassment 
made a favorable impression on 
members of Parliament. The will- 
ingness of the Prince of Wales to 
contribute $50,000 income him- 
self and of other members of the 
Royal family to help, was well re- 
reived. 

The King, acting through the 
keeper of the Privy Purse, wrote 
Prime Minister MacDonald that, in 
view of the grave financial situa- 
tion confronting the nation, he “de- 
sired personally to participate in 
the movement for reduction of na- 


tional expenditures.” 


In spite of the fact that drastic 
economies were made after the 
war, he wrote, he was of the opin- 
ion that, “by the exercise of the 
most rigid economy, it should be 
possible to reduce the civil lst by 
£50,000 ($250,000).” 

“I am to say that the Queen and 
other members of the Royal Fam- 
ity who are in receipt of Parliamen- 
tary grants are all desirous that re- 
ductions of these grants should be 
made during this time of national 
crisis,"”"” the communication said. 

The maintenance of the Crown is 
provided by a civil list totaling 
about $2,350,000 annually, theoreti- 
cally granted by Parliament each 
year. In addition, the King derives 
a fluctuating revenue from the 
Duchy of Lancaster, which, for ex- 
ample, netted $345,000 in 1929. 
From these two sources he must 
defray the expenses of State cere- 
monials, the palaces, pensions, serv- 
ants, charities and the Queen's 
Court. 


The Prince of Wales’ only income 
accrues from the Duchy of Corn” 
wall, which in 1929 brought him 
$330,000. Other members of the 
Royal Family who draw  VPariia- 
mentary grants aggregating about 
$530,000 annually are the King's 
four younger children, his two 
aunts, the Princess Louise and the 
Duke of Connaught. 

Wholesale merchants and house- 
wives have bought great quantities 
of commodities in anticipation that 
the new economy proposals will in- 
clude extra taxes on foodstuffs, to- 
bacco and spirits.

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TWO FLYERS ARE KILLED WHEN 
EXPERIMENTAL PLANE CRASHES 


Witnesses Say That Ship Appeared 
to Collapse in Midair at 
Buffalo,

TQ EXTRADITE HARMS 


Rules Father Accused of Kid- 
naping Own Child Is Not 
Fugitive from Justice.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 3.— 
Gov. Caulfield today denied an ap- 
plication by the Circuit Attorney of 
St. Louis for a requisition for ex- 
tradition of Arthur B. Harms from 
Columbia, Ill, to St. Louis, where 
he is charged by his divorced wife 
with having forcibly kidnaped their 
14-year-e!d daughter, Clara, and 
removed her to Illinois, 

The denial was based on the 
ground the facts did not establish 
that Harms was a fugitive from 
justice, as is required for extradi- 
tion. | 


Two hearings were held before 
the Governor. The second hearing, 
last Sept. 2, was held to enable at- 
torneys to submit briefs on a con- 
tention that the Covernor had no 
authority to hold a hearing on a 
requisition or to determine wheth- 
er the person sought to be extra- 
dited actually was a fugitive from 
justice. This was the first time the 
point had been raised, although 
hearings on requisitions have been 
held for years, when requested. 

The Harmses were divorced 
about a year ago, Mrs. Harms of 
3814 Utah place, St. Louis, obtain- 
ing custody of Clara, except that 
Harms was to have custody of the 
child from July 20 to Aug. 31 of 
each year, and certain week-ends. 
Harms formerly was president of 
the Peter Hauptmann Tobacco Co. 

Mrs. Harms filed a complaint 
with the Circuit Attorney that 
Harms last Juiy 17 kidnaped Clara 
and took her to Illinois to be held 
there against her will. ‘This was 
three days before Harms was en- 
titled to custody of the child. 

Dorothy Harms, her older sister, 
testified at the hearing she took 
Clara to her father at the girl's re- 
quest July 17, and that this was 
dane without Harms’ knowledge. 
Harms made an affidavit that he 
was not in St. Louis July 17, the 
date of the alleged kidnaping. 

In denying the requisition Gov. 
Caulfield said no precedent was 
being established as has been con- 
tended, in his determination of 
whether Harms was a fugitive. 

“The Federal law provides that 
the Governor, in issuing a requisi- 
tion, demand return of the person 
sought, as a fugitive,’ the Gover- 
nor said. “I don’t see how I can 
demand him as a fugitive from 
justice when I do not think he isa 
fugitive. The legal authorities on 
extradition say that in requisition 
proceedings the Governor must sat- 
isfy himself that the person 
sought is, beyond question, a fugi- 
tive from justice.”

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VON GRONAU PROPOSES 
TRANS-ARCTIC AIR LINE 


Survey Flyer Would Link U. S. 
and Germany Through 
Greenland, 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 8&.—Capt. 
Wolfgang von Gronau, German 
aviator, who flew from Germany 
to Chicago over the northern circle 
route, came to New York last night 
with the announcement that he 
was ready to submit proposals for 
an inter-continental air mail line 
to his German backers. 

Piloted into Glenn Curtiss air- 
port at 6:10 p. m. by Miss Hertha 
Mirow, who won her pilot's license 
in Hudson, O., a year ago, the 
Graanland Wal, in which he 


made his trans-Atlantic flight, was 
berthed beside the DO-X, giant 
| German seaplane. 

The Von Grohau ship left Cleve- 
‘land at noon and passed two hours 
later over Niagara Falls. Previous- 
ly the group had flown to the 
Cleveland air meet from Chicago. 

Capt. von Gronau will submit his 
recommendations for the Arctic 
mail and express line to  Luft- 
hansa, German flying company, 
next week. He will recommend a 
route from Hamburg through 
Reykavik, Iceland; Ivigtut, Green- 
land, and a point in Western Lab- 
rador to two terminals, Chicago 
and New York. 

“Such a route would mean 45 
hours of flying between the Ger- 
man and American terminals,’ he 
said. “With relay planes ready 
at each point, the trans-shipment 
of postal matter between the two 
countries should be swift and high- 
ly beneficial to trade.” 

The distance is 4300 miles,

Attorneys for the Pevely Dairy 
Co. cite the organization’s attitude 
in this suit in contrast to the dat- 
ry’s published declaration that “if 
any farmer now holding a contract 
with us is dissatisfied with it he 
may return it to us and we will! 
cancel it.’’ 

The strike of the Sanitary Pro- 
ducers was precipitated by a new 
annual contract offered by Pevely 
excluding the marketing plan from 
consideration in setting Pevely’s 
prices to producers, and self-re- 
newing for a second year if the pro- 
ducer failed to give proper notice. 
The membership agreements des- 
ignating the organization as selling 
agent, in accordance with market- 
ing laws, also sets a limited period 
when the producer may give notice 
for withdrawal from the co-opera- 
tive. 

Signed But Didn't Read. 

A number of farmers have testi- 
fied that they signed the member- 
‘ship agreement without ever sus- | 
pecting that the sheet they signed | 
bore the printed contract. One 
says he did not write his name as 
it appeared on a contract, but had 
written it on a siip of paper which 
was attached to the agreement as 
it was presented for him to iden- 
tify in court.

President 
Tiedeman of the association told 
the correspondent, however, that 
it would offer witnesses to show 
that the printed contract had not 
been concealed from the _ signers 
and had been read to some of them.

stated period. 
| “Attorneys representing the de-

Declines in Decade, Number 


Ot Adults Gains, Census Shows 


Tabulation Lists 72,943,000 in “21 or Over” 
Age Class—Percentage of Children High- 
est in Rural Districts. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Fewer 


youngsters and more old people 
were shown by the Census Bureau 
today to be in the United States 


than were counted a decade ago, al- 
though 47,608,991 children 19 or 
under formed 38.8 per cent of the 
total population. 

Persons between 25 and 44 were 
described as in the most productive 
period of life. Between these limits 
were found in 1930, 36,152,869, 
divided into 32.8 per cent of the 
urban population, 22.9 per cent of 
the rural dwellers, and 27.8 per 
cent of the rural non-farm or vil- 
lage districts. 

Of the nation’s 122,775,046 peo- 
ple, 22.9 per cent were found in 
the 28,142,808 listed from 45 up- 
ward, and 8.9 per cent were ac- 
counted for in the 10,870,378, bee 
tween 20 and 24 years old. Under 
the heading ‘21 or over,”’ the bu- 
reau put 72,943,624, as compared 
with 60,886,520 in 1920. 

Decline in Infants. 

The percentage of children was 
reported to be highest in the rural 
districts, but the decline was as 
marked in the farming areas as in 
the cities. Rural population under 
5 dropped from 12.7 per cent to 
11.1; in the cities from 9.7 to 8.2 
and the village areas from 11.6 to 
10.5. 

Although the country’s citizens 
increased 16.1 per cent as a whole, 
rising from 105,710,620 to the 122.,- 
000,000 figure, there were only 
2,190,791 infants under one in 1930, | 


| 


against 2,257,255 in 1920, respect- 
ively 1.8 and 2.1 per cent. 

Children under 5 formed 9.3 per 
cent, totaling 11,444,390 as com- 
pared with 11,573,230 or 10.9 per 
cent. Numerically, there were more 
between 10 and 14—the “under 
five’ class of 1920—as the 1930 
census showed 12,004,877 against 
10,641,137, but this age group 
formed 10.1 per cent in 1920, as 
against 9.8 per cent now. 

Only in the 15 to 19 years old di- 
vision was there an increase suf- 
ficiently large to show a gain in 
percentage. This group rose from 
9,430,556 or 8.9 per cent, to 22,- 
552,115, or 9.4 per cent, during the 
decade. 

More Old People. 

Increases of comparable size in 
the 45 and up age limits were con. 
trasted to the decreases in the 
younger divisions. Persons 75 and 
over totaled 1,913,196, against 1,- 
469,704, respectively 1.6 per cent 
and 1.4. 

Further indicating increased 
length of life, the 45 to 54 class 
totaled 13,018,083, or 10.6 per cenf, 
against 10,498,493, or 9.9 per cent;

FOR GERMAN JOBLESS 


Minister Proposes to Build Set- 
tlements Near Cities, Un- 
employed to Do Work. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Sept. 8.—A homestead 
project, which by the end of next 


year would be expected to enable 
100,000 unemployed persons now 
receiving support from the public 
to provide for themselves, was sub- 
mitted to the Cabinet by Finance 
Minister Hermann Dietrich yester- 
day. 

The Finance Minister proposed 
the construction of siedlungen, or 
settlements, which would be sit- 
uated near the cities, on land 
turned over by states and munici- 
palities. The building material 
would be supplied by the Govern- 
ment; the wood, for instance, to be 
taken from the Federal forest pre- 
serves. 

A condition of ownership would 
be that the occupant ‘help build 
his home, with the assistance of 
others of the unemployed, who 
would get money and food in re- 
turn for their services. 

The tenant would get an option 
for the future purchase of the 
house and an adjacent two acres 
of land. It is expected the first 
group of 100,000 tenant farmers 
would be independent by harvest 
time in 1932.

A Piea for Pure English. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NE hopes for permission to express 
Snellen satisfaction at Presi- 
dent Hoover's act, in preparing his York- 
town proclamation, when, in its opening 
sentence, he speaks of the coming event 
as the “one hundred and fiftieth’ anni- 
versary. 

Thus far. when making allusion to the 
same affair, there has been a decided— 
and, as it seems to me, most ludicrous— 
surfeit of the Latinized word, “sesqui- 
centennial,” by writers all over the 
country. 

To those of us who, like myself, for- 
tunately yet preserve a remnant, left over 
from school days, of “little Latin and less 
Greek,” there is still the ability to trans- 
late “sesquicentennial,” and arrive at a 
correct understanding of its meaning; 
but why deliberately use a foreign 
jJanguage—and a dead language at that 
—to express something which is perfect- 
ly available for our uSe in the good ola 
plain English words, easily understood by 
everybody, and used by our President— 
“one hundred and fiftieth’? 

The fact is that there is a distinct ob- 
ligation upon us all, right now, to em- 
phasize the noteworthy need, on the part 
of writers everywhere, of the use of 
clear, brief, accurate English words—to- 
day and every day. Too many of those 
who “take their pens in hand’’—or their 
typewriters—seem to have the idea that 
the employment, on their part, of “words 
of learned length and thundering sound,” 
jends an air of importance to their own 
more or less feeble ideas; and hence we 
have a little flood of such words as 
“oriented"’—the supposed meaning of 
which I, for one, never succeeded in find- 
ing out—"meticulous,” “evaluate,” “‘mo- 
tivate,”’ “eventuate,” etc., etc. 

One who reads Lincoln's Gettysbure 
address, or Macaulay’s tribute to the in- 
fluence of ancient Greece, or—to come 
down to later times—the editorials of my 
friend Frank Cobb, in the New York 
World of but a few years ago, sees noth- 
ing in them of “oriented,” “meticulous,” 
“evaluate,” “‘motivate,” “eventuate,” and 
their kind. Far from it. He finds, in- 
stead, only high clear thought, expressed 
with wonderful beauty, accuracy and 
brevity—the sort of thing which endures 
and uplifts, through the ages, as grand 
simplicity so greatly deserves always to 
do. 

My meticulously analytical evaluation 
of “sesquicentennial” flubdubbery thus 
necessarily eventuates in motivating my 
stated orientation. 

And so let us have, I beg. a fitting ob- 
servance of the “one hundred and fif- 
tieth” anniversary of Lord Cornwallis’ 
surrender at Yorktown. 

But a “seequicentennial’’—no!

When the products of a non- 
productive industry are consumed, they 
are gone, with no economic wealth left 
to show for them. Men who urge the 
return of sucht a business do so, it seems, 
either because of ignorance of the facts 
or for purely selfish reasons,

| A NEW FARM BOARD? 

Few Federal agencies, if any, have ever come in 
for more adverse criticism than the Farm Board. The 
other day Gov. Pinchot described it as “that huge 
and costly lemon” and more recently the Missouri 
Farm Association passed a resolution condemning it 
as “the most miserable failure in the history of Gov- 
ernmental agencies.” That the board’s actions have 
warranted severe criticism goes without saying. It 
has indulged in fanciful flights which no one with 
even the most rudimentary knowledge of economics 
would have expected to work out. 

Yet there is more than a little reason to believe 
that a change is coming over the board. First aban- 
doning some of its insupportable policies, it is now 
embarking upon a course which upon its face is 
sound and practical. Yesterday we spoke of the sale 
of 15,000,000 bushels of surplus wheat to flood and 
famine stricken China. Another change, this one in 
the personnel of the board’s staff of expert advisers, 
merits attention in this connection. This is the ap- 
pointment of Dr. John D. Black, Harvard professor 
of agricultural economics, to be the board's chief 
economist. Usually the selection of a research direc- 
tor for a governmental agency does not occasion a 
great deal of notice. In the case of Dr. Black it is 
a different matter. He has been one of the harshest 
critics of the board’s policies. His observations have 
been mate without hesitation and, coming as 
they do from an outstanding student of the plight of 
agriculture, have recruited a considerable following 
among those who seriously concern themselves with 
the farm situation. 

A native of rural Wisconsin, Dr. Black in his think- 
ing has never left the farm and in his contacts is still 
almost as close as he ever was. Following his stu- 
dent days in the University of Wisconsin, he taught 
and did research work in agricultural economics in 
the University of Minnesota, where his studies were 
such as to lead Harvard to open a place for him in 
its economics department. We know most about Dr. 
Black and his views through his most important 
book, “Agricultural Reform in the United States,” 
published in 1929. His thesis then as it is now, and 
as is the thesis of everyone who recognizes that we 
live in a moving and not a static world, is that ag- 
ricultural reform, like all other kinds, is a continu- 
ous process. This process, Dr. Black held in 1929, so 
far as Federal legislation was concerned, had been 
largely interrupted during the Coolidge administra- 
tion. “Let us hope,” he concluded, “that it will be 
renewed in earnest under President Hoover, in or- 
der to make up the arrears of the past four years.” 
Inasmuch as Dr. Black’s attachment to the Farm 
Board is expected to predestine a number of changes 
aimed to place the board in a more favorable light 
in the eyes of agricultural leaders, it is pertinent to 
examine some of his ideas as to the farming indus- 
try’s chief needs. First of all, he takes the position 
that agricultural reform cannot be accomplished by 
national projects. The country is too large for that 
and the needs differ so greatly from section to sec- 
tion as to make it totally lacking in feasibility. The 
problems are regional and must so be analyzed. 

Larger family-sized farms constitute one of the 
leading needs and an increase in the use of ma- 
chinery and power another. More extensive cultiva- 


forest, and more intensive cultivation of better land, 
in terms of capital goods, are requisite, as is heavier 
feeding of the best livestock and less feeding of poor 
livestock. The areas of general farming are in need 
of more specialization and the areas of one or two 
crops in need of more diversification. What market- 
ing requires is better integration. The co-operative 
program leaves much to be desired. One important 
lack is an insufficient number of leaders trained in | 
the fundamental principles and methods of co-opera- 
tion. In considering the credit needs in 1929, Dr. 
Black listed fewer and better managed and super- 
vised banks in the rural sections, only too truly 
proved to be the case by the sad story of banking 
the past two years In the small town. 

As to what the development of inland waterways 
can do for agriculture, Dr. Black speaks in terms of 
the economists’ long view. The present decade will 
make little difference, but should waterways prove 
a decentralizing force in industry they may be of 
greater significance later on. A better directed and 
better financed program of highway improvement is 
much more important. The taxing system must be 
revised in order to secure resources for financing 
the increasing volume of public enterprise. Private 
forest holdings in particular need to be taxed on a 
new basis to meet the nation’s forest needs. A na- 
tional land planning commission with resources to 
inventory and power to give advice on probabilities 
in the crucial sections would be of service to en- 
lightened farmers, learning to rely on foresight and 
scientific planning. 

Such are the reforms needed at the present as Dr. 
Black sees them. They are the type of suggestions 
which occupy the attention of serious economists. 
There is nothing of price-pegging, surplus-buying 
sensationalism about them. Hence, his reforms are 
not the kind that appeal to the political demagogue, 
more concerned about making a noise and keeping 
his office than in the general welfare. The Farm 
Board now has for its chief economist a scholar who 
says openly: “The protective tariff system attempts 
to direct production into certain lines by subsidizing 
the producers in them with higher prices.” If as a 
public official he adheres to his philosophy as a dis- 
interested student, the country has reason to believe 
the imaginative and costly caprices of the Farm 
Board are a thing of the past. 
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IN MEMORY OF DR. McGUFFEY.

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PESSIMISM’S USES. 
‘If conditions during the coming winter are worse 
than they should be, it will not be for lack of warn- 
ing. Need for preparation is being stressed every- 
where. Within 24 hours, such widely different per- 
sonalities as Gov. Caulfield, Senator Borah and Clar- 
ence Darrow have united on the theme. Gov. Caul- 
field, pointing to the bountiful harvest in Missouri, 
urges that all available food be preserved against 
the winter. Senator Borah, in a speech at Cotton- 
wood, Idaho, said if the wealth of the country does 
not voluntarily feed the poor and unemployed this 
winter, it will do so involuntarily by increases in the 
income tax, particularly in the higher brackets. Dar- 
row, speaking at Chicago, looks for a widespread 
wave of crime, providing the winter is a cold one, 
because of lack of opportunity for livelihood and the 
inequitable distribution of wealth. 

Persons who look upon the views of these and 
many other public men as unduly pessimistic might 
nevertheless remind themselves that pessimism has 
its uses. The squirrel is a perennially pessimistic 
creature, since he always makes ample preparation 
for Winter in the doleful expectation that, when it 
comes, no food will be obtainable. We have proposed 
for St. Louis a municipal cannery to take foodstuffs 
now in such profusion and hoard them to forestall 
distress among the unemployed. If conditions should 
improve unexpectedly between now and the cold 
months, surely no harm would be done by such provi- 
dence. To be prepared for the worst is to be “on 
velvet” when the worst does not arrive. 
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DEATH FOR MILLIONS. 

To most of us, few things are farther away from 
everyday life than China. On the bottom side of the 
‘world, its numerous factions, led by Generals with 
unpronounceable names, are so continuously at each 
other’s throats that we give up the country as a bad 
job. Yet, however inclined, we cannot pass by one 
of the worst floods in history. Where the Yangtze’s 
yellow dragon has swept out in all directions an ever- 
widening inland sea, not hundreds, or even thou- 
sands, but millions, will reckon the toll. Before the 
flood effects have ceased, as many people as live in 
Chicago will have perished. It will be as if the third 
city in the world were washed away. What a ghast- 
ly airplane ride the correspondent had! Below were 
the hilltops become islands, packed with struggling 
masses, fighting for the temporary security of high- 
er ground. Below, countless men, women and chil- 
dren clung starving to insecure roof perches. From 
below the cries of the young and the moans of the 
aged alike rose to high heaven. Now a long em- 
bankment of the Grand Canal has given way, to flood 
hundreds of square miles more. Not in 3000 years 
has the land of the narcissus known such destruc- 
tion. China has rewritten the seventh chapter of 
Genesis and placed it on the front page. 

THE LOG OF THE NAUTILUS. 

The Nautilus has said good-by to the Arctic. It 
did not get to the pole—missed its objective by 450 
miles, but the fact that it got as far as it did and 
has lived to tell the tale will be accounted, we be- 
lieve, a considerable performance. 

From the layman’s viewpoint the proposed “dive 
under the ice” to the North Pole was a desperate 
adventure. Expert opinion, however, Was divided. 
There were séasoned explorers who argued that the 
Nautilus had a good chance to come through, while 
others, in an itemized account of the difficulties, 
pronounced it impossible. Yet Sir Hubert Wilkins, 
commander of the ship, easily recruited a crew and 
found scientists eager to make the perilous voyage. 

Public anxiety was aggravated by the untoward 
circumstances that attended the enterprise from the 
start. First of all, the submarine was a second-hand 
craft which required seemingly endless repairs be- 
fore it could be launched. After vexatious delays 
it finally did get away, only to break down in its 
trip across the Atlantic and suffer the humiliation 
of being towed to safety. How a boat that failed 
in the comparative security of commercial waters 
could weather .the buffetings of the Arctic was a 
question beyond the ken of the landlubber. But Sir 
Hubert and his sailors were apparently unmoved by 
the auguries. They accepted their reverses with 
stoical calm. Weeks behind their schedule, they 
took leave of Spitsbergen in a gala of godspeeds. 

And they have gone down in the Arctic depths. 
They have looked at the ice from a new angle in 
mortal experience. They have gazed at marine life 
never seen before by man. They have sounded here- 
tofore unsounded depths. They have fished up soil 
that dates back to the beginning. The scientists, we 
are informed, are satisfied with the results. 

Where the Nautilus has left off, a stancher, 
sturdier craft, it is foreshadowed, will subsequently 
carry on. Sir Hubert will, we suppose, be its skip- 
per. Anyhow, he should be aboard. He is a whale 
of a reporter. 
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WHAT? NO HEROES? 

To connoisseurs of art, Statuary Hall in Washing- 
ton is a chamber of horrors, what with its motley 
assortment of effigies of state heroes, done in every 
conceivable style and by sculptors ranging down to 
amateur chiselers.

First Day Enrollment of For-

Principals and teachers of the 
154 St. Louis public schools were 
busy this morning enrolling boys 
and girls for the new term, which 
started today.

Ex-Senator Asserts Attempt 
to Control Prices Is Re- 
sponsible for Great De- 
pression in Wheat.

COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 8.—In his 


address before the Democratic 
Women’s Organization of Colum- 
bus last night, former Senator 


James A. Reed of Missouri, a pros-

money and speculated in the mar- 
In a few days’ time their 
bubble exploded. They found them- 
selves with hundreds of millions 
of bushels of wheat on their hands, 
and with a market completely dis- 
rupted and destroyed. Grain ex- 
changes had been disorganized. 
Public markets were in a condi- 
tion of chaos, or had ceased to 
exist. And wheat fell to the low- 
est recorded point in 400 years. 


Blames Cabinet ‘‘Wild Man.” 


“Brazil tried it on coffee. And 
the coffee market went to pieces. 
Cuba tried it on sugar. And Cuba 
is confronted by a revolution grow- 
ing out of starvation. Japan tried 
it on silk. And silk went to the 
lowest value in history. Canada 
created a wheat pool, and that 
Government is now liquidating the 
losses out of the public funds. 

“But none of these calamities 
approximates that laid upon our 
doorstep by the Wild Man of the 
Cabinet. 

“I charge that the operations of 
the Farm Board—the accumula- 
tion of a vast amount of wheat, 
liable at any time to be dumped 
upon the market, coupled with the 
breaking up or disruption of or- 
dinary market values, is primarily 
responsible for the great depres- 
sion in the prices of wheat, and that 
it has detrimentally affected the 
price of all farm products.’

“What was done in wartime 
through the inspiration of a cause 
can be done now through the in- 
spiration of another cause,” Mrs. 
Dickson said. “The women of St. 
Louis can rise to a crisis in peace 
as they did in war.”-

talk yesterday, asked donors to 
teke clothing to the bureau at 1312 
Pine street, or to telephone to CEn- 
tral 3365 for collection service. Col- 
lection facilities will be taxed this 
week, she said. Clothing may be 
left at any of 43 neighborhood 
moving picture theaters next Sat- 
urday, when a bundle will be ac- 
cepted as the price of admission 
to a benefit performance starting 
at 2 p. m. 

Men’s Clothing Needed. 

Mrs. Sayman addressed her ap- 
peal to women, although she said 
mens’ clothing is most needed. 
“Somehow more men’s clothing 
must be collected,’’ she said, “and 
I imagine it is up to the women to 
do the collecting. This is a case 
where the end justifies the means.

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. — All 
over the country there are per- 
sons who have small quantities of 
miscellaneous farm produce whith 
they would like to sell or ex- 
change for other products which 
they do not have. The volume of 
this surplus is too small to market 
through any of the established 
marketing channels, and during 
years of low prices such as 1931 
has been, it would not be profitable 
to send it to market by express. 

To dispose of this miscellaneous 
surplus a certain day or days in 
each month might be designated as 
market days, suggests J. 5S. Knox, 
extension economist in marketing, 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. On these days the 
farmers could bring in their sur- 
plus products to some designated 
point. One man may have a 6ur- 
plus of potatoes and not sweet po- 
tatoes, another may have & surplus 
of sweet potatoes and no Irish po-+ 
tatoes. These two could exchange 
products and each would profit 
from the exchange. There would 
be no outlay of cash as each farm- 
er would simply exchange his pro- 
duce for some other product which 
he does not have.

Accompanying the physician's 
comment was a_ statement by 
Charles Edison, a son, that “father 
is not quite as well as he was a 
week or two ago.” 

Both declared that “there is no 
reason for immediate concern.” 

Dr. Howe said that while some 
features of Edison's condition have 
improved, the uremic poisoning, 
the worst of the four diseases from 
which he is suffering, has settled 
in his kidneys. He is also afflicted 
with diabetes, ulcers of the stomach 
and Bright's disease.

Outside Work in College 
Opposed by Educator 


Missouri U. Man Says It Should Be Avoided 
Unless It Is Necessary and Student 
Has Some Fitness.

So CMBIA Mo. — The idea of 
“working your way through col- 
lege” inspires hundreds of Missouri 
youth who are taking to the roads 
that lead to the University of Mis- 
souri. 

“Faith and hope and ambition 
are wonderful tools to start with,” 
a university official of long experi- 
ence said, “but it is too bad that 
more of these young men and 
women are not armed with more 
substantial tools.”’ 

“The things that boys and girls 
do to work their way through 
school are limited and the boy or 
girl who comes unequipped for any 
of these specialties is doomed for 
disappointment. Even in the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, where fees and 
tuition are reduced to 2 minimum 
due to the provision of the State, 
no boy or girl should ever begin 
to work his way unless he has $200 
or $250 in real cash as a starter.”’ 

“Hundreds of girls come to the 
campus fresh from high school 
with the assertion that they can do 
stenographic work because they 
have a year or so in the commer- 
cial course in high school. Many 
of these girls are not even good 
typists, let alone being stenogra- 
phers, and they do not know it. In 
all, there are probably 30 or 40 
part time stenographic positions 
open for students. paying 30 or 35 
cents an hour. These are filled by 
girls who have had several years 
of office experience, whose ability 
to take rapid dictation is proved, 
and it must be thoroughly proved 
and tested before they can get a 
job, because there are dozens of 
applicants for each job available. 
University officials have learned 
never to promise a job or give one 
only to be compelled to turn the 
applicant down later for lack of 
ability. 

“Perhaps the most profitable 
work for boys on the campus is 
found by men of outstanding musi- 
cal ability, for there are a half- 
dozen orchestras available each 
year. These men usually get their 
meals and a cash consideration for 
playing in these student formed 
and student managed organiza- 
tions. But for each place there are 
again dozens of applicants. For 
the university band of $0 pieces 
there usually are 250 to 300 men 
who try out. A man who ’makes’ 
the band and completes the year 
satisfactorily obtains about $60 in 
cash return of fees. These are the 
men who usually get the jobs in 
orchestras which play at the hotels 
and for dances, occasionally get- 
ting a job of playing at some near- 
by town. 

“Another class of boys who come 
well equipped but of whom there 

is a great supply are those skilled 
in the printing trade. Probably 25 
or 30 men are so employed and 
make enough to pay expenses. An- | 


other class are men who have 
learned the barber trade and hold 
cards which get them a ‘chair’ in 
the shops of Columbia. 

“One of the best jobs on any 
campus is that of waiting table in 
the boarding houses or restaurants. 
The reason this is a good job is that 
the work comes at a time of day 
when the student can best afford 
for there are no other activities, 
classes Or engagements during the 
i'meal periods of the day. He is sure 
of his three meals a day and that 
is a big help in the matter of ex- 
pense. 

“The paradox of jobs in Colum- 
bia, however, is the fact that the 
60 or more fraternities and sorori- 
ties employ colored boys to wash 
dishes and wait table while many 
of their own members are seeking 
outside jobs that do not pay as well 
as the jobs they have outsiders do- 
ing. There is a movement on foot 
to corner these jobs for students 
this year and if all the fraternities 
and sororities co-operate it is pos- 
sible that some 160 students may 
find such employment waiting ta- 
ble, washing dishes and tending 
furnace in the various. sororities 
and fraternities. 


“Filling stations also furnish 
many student jobs, but here again 
the garage man is a buginess man 
and takes his pick from those boys 
who come recommended with expe- 
rience in servicing cars, who know 
all the little tricks and knacks of 
that trade which deals with fickle 
public. Filling cars is a specialized 
job in this town. A few men are 
employed as mechanics also. 

“The odd jobs men and women 
are in the direst straits. They are 
the boys and girls who have failed 
to specialize. They are the ones 
who rake leaves, tend furnaces, hoe 
gardens, cut grass, do nursemaid 
work, cook and help with window 
washing and house cleaning. For 
these the work is irregular, uncer- 
tain, the pay is low, much of it is 
outside work and bad weather and 
it is hard on clothes. 

“Expert salesmen are employed 
in practically all of the stores in 
Columbia. Hundreds of students 
come here who have spent their 
lives behind counter in their fa- 
thers’ stores at home and they are 
the ones who get these jobs. The 
banks employ a few student book- 
keepers and those again come from 
that small army of experts highly 
recommended by the bank back 
home. 

“No boy or girl should try to 
work his way unless he simply has 


to do it. There are many boys and 
girls of real ability who get jobs 
and deprive some poorer, more 
necdy student of a job. Time in 
college, if properly spent, is worth 
far more than the 25 or 30 cents 


an hour that the student earns.”’ 


POWERS’ ATTORNEY APPEALS

Insect Suppression. 
NUMBER of the common in- 
A eects constitute a menace to 
health and are a source of an- 
noyance. 
The disease-carrying and the 
disease-transmitting powers of mos- 
quitoes, fleas and flies have been 
well established. 
These insects have been respon- 
sible for some of thé worst plagues 
to which mankind has been subject. 
Roaches and bedbugs play a 
much less important role as trans- 
mitters of diseasé, but they are cx- 
tremely annoying. 
Tho suppression of all insects is 
best accomplished by making it dif- 
ficult for them to breed and to feed. 
The destruction of insects in the 
adult stage is usually rather diffi- 
cult. 
Theré are various means avail- 
able for the destruction of insects. 
Certain of thede require expert 
knowledge for their handling. 
Thus, hydrocyanic acid gas, 
which very quickly kills roaches, 
bedbugs, mosquitoes, fleas, {lies, 
rats, mice and other vermin, also 
kills humans, and hence is a very 
dangerous gas to use. 
Carbon disulphide is an efficient 
insecticide, but is highly inflam- 
mable. Carben tetrachloride is also 
an efficient gas, but is poisortious. 
Sulphur dioxide gas is a péwer- 
ful insect killer, but its vapér tar- 
nishés metals, rote fabrics and 
bleaches colors.
